13.— Fire destroyed the Prairie City 
Electric company’s plant Tuesday af­ 
ternoon, the alarm being turned in 
at 2:15 o ’clock. By 4 o ’clock nothing- 
remained but the concrete smoke- j 
stack, the charred tim bers of one! 
end of the building and p art of the 
machinery. 
The plant was 
in 
operation, as 
there has been a regular Tuesday ser­ 
vice for several years and the fire is 
said to have started from an over­ 
heated boiler. The flames spread with 
great rapidity and burned with te r­ 
rific force, consuming a supply of 
coal and oil which added to the con­ 
flagration.
